1. At the Executive Committee meeting yesterday a diecuteioa arose as to 
various courses of action that the U. S. Government can take to make it really 
tough on Castro and yet at the same time not generate further Soviet confronta- 
tions or problems for Khrushchev. 

2. There were suggestions of having Latin American countries break off 
relations, keep their ships out of Cuban trade, etc. 

3. U was decided that the Defense Department, Cl A, and the State Depart- 
ment would get together and try to determine a number of courses of action that 
might be appropriate under the circumstances.
